' most of the nations from tropical cli- 
mates. Manila at the present time is a. 
very buisy place, and coul'J hardly tell 
it from stt^ty in the States if the tropical

« and stores like we see ia our cities. 


3Iy r,-2i:Eent, lhe(!th U. S. Artillery, 


landed in Manila Bay within sight of

through all of southern Luzon, which 
in three months broke the backbone of 
the insurrection in the south. The do- 
iugfs of the Philippine people are much 
indifferent from purs in living, they nev- 


• er care for anything more than rice and 
nsh, on which an American can not live 
•more than 6 months. The houses are 
> liboat'the size of a big chicken coop or 
hog pen and are built of bamboo, not a 
nail is used in building but tie it togeth.- 


• er with split cane, the finest building 
in a small town is a church in which. 
they worship every Sunday morning, 


• and after church services are over the 
men always enloy themselves in fighting 
•.chickens, which yeiy often can be seen 
-tied by the leg outside of the church 
•waiting for the services to end. The 
Philippine people do not burn gas or pe- 
trolium, but use cocoanut oil, which 
=makes a good light. 


We were ordered to the United States 
: September 15,1901 on U. S. Transport 
Mead, which taken 28 days to God's 
^country. San Francisco, Cal. We stop- 
ped at Nagasaki, Japan, to coal up for 
tthe remainder of the trip, which I think 
is one of the cheapest towns I ever saw, 
-one can go all day, have all the sports 
vti soldier wants and could not spend fif- 
ty cents. The Japanees people think 
very much of American soldiers. In 
»coaling up our transport it came to my 
notice that the women don« all the work 
and the men stood around looking on 
"The 
wages paid are S cents a day which 


- are large to them. In 12 days after leav- 
ing Nagasaki we sighted Honolulu, Hai- 
ti Islands, which were annexed to the 
United States July 4. 1899 I think it 
• one of the prettiest places I ever saw for 
flowers and tropical shrubbery, after 2 
•davs sojourn there we left for the re- 
xuiaincier of our trip to the Golden Gate, 
'-California. In 7 days our voyage was 
•Bended. Our 9 companies of'Artillerv 
went into camp at Prediso, CaL, a large 
government reservation, from there we 
were removed to Alcairaz Island, San 
Francisco Bay, ivhere I was honorablv 
--discharged Feb. 27, 1902, after 2 vears 
-and 
6 mottlis hard service in the Philip- j 


pine Island and 6 months soldiering iu

Accidental Discovery Reculted From 


an Absinthe Distillery Fire. 


The "Comptes Rendus" publish an 


Interesting article about a curious, ac- 
cidental hydrographie discovery, from 
which the following is an abstract: 
The source of the Loue river, about 
10 miles from Pantarlier, in France, 
emerges so suddenly and with such a 
tremendous force from an immense 
grotto of rocks that it has always 
been doubted whether this was the 
original source of the river or not, 
but thus far. In spite of all the in- 
vestigations carried on during many 
years, nothing definite as to the origin 
of the waters could be proved. Prof. 
Fournier, of Beeancon, years ago had 
declared that the Doubs river, while 
crossing the country around Pontar- 
2ier, was losing large quantities of 
its water in the chalk formation of 
the Jura mountains, and that these 
waters appeared again in the form of 
the sources of the Ixme river, but the 
protestor had not been able so far 
to prove the correctness of this state- 
ment. A few weeks ago, the mystery 
was solved in a rather amusing man- 
ner. 
The great absinthe factory of 
Messrs. Penrod, which is situated on 
the left bank of the Doubs river, was 
entirely destroyed by fire, and over 
300.000 gallons of absinthe flowed into 
that river. Two days later the peo- 
ple of Postarlier were attracted by a 
curious smell from the Loue river, and 
upon investigation at was found that 
the water contained a large percent- 
age of essence of anise. Wiat sci- 
ence had not been able to discover 
was thus solved by an accident.

Nobody realizes more fully than we 


farmers that ''all work and no play 
nmkes Jack a dull hoy." While most 
•of the work done on the farm by 
boys is regarded by them as play, 
and there is even a scramble among 
them for some kinds of it, there are 
special times for a great variety of 
special rec reations which run the year 
round. The lines between some kinds 
of work and many forms of recreation 
can hardly be drawn. There is very 
little sport more enjoyable to the 
average boy than working on the 
roads, •waen he has much amusement 
in dodgiag the eye 01 the supervisor; 
in helping the neighobrs to plant corn 
or thresh, in apple parings, in stirring 
of apple butter in ihe big copper ket- 
tle, in corn huskings on the barn 
floor, which often winds up with an 
old-fashioned country dance. 


The fun in special recreations be- 


gins early ia the spring. With the 
melting of the last snows the boys 
are off fcr suckers and trout. Just 
over the hills from a dozen farms 
near me in one way is a fiae run for 
suckers, and by the other in the 
slpoes of the mountain are to be found 
the best of trout streams. When it is 
too wet to plow or plant oats or corn, 
the hoys dig worms, get out the fish- 
ing lines, cut holes along the hottoms 
and are off for the stream at break 
of day. The finest angler in ail oar 
township Is now 65 years of age, but is 
•still as spry on a trout stream as a 
hoy of 12. One Jay last summer he 
caught 120 large trout in a half day's 
fishing. He is an old man who does 
not take at least one day off with his 
hoys for trout. They have no fancy 
tackle or baskets, but they almost al- 
ways come home with splendid strings 
of trout. They have many laughs at 
the city dude who follows them up the 
stream with his costly tackle and 
comes down without a trout. When 
he asks a country boy for the best 
stream he is often sent up the wrong 
branch, but he usually can buy enough 
trout from his successful competitor 
to make a good showing when hi re- 
turns to town. 


Then there comes the circus, oace 


oj twice a year, and it is common for 
TIS farmers to promise the boys that 
if thoy work well all the week they 
shall go to the circus. This amuse- 
ment has standing through the country 
generally. 
Our old minister, who 


preached In our valley for 60 years. 
refused once to attend a meeting of 
the Blairsville Presbytery when it met 
in his town lesthe would thereby coun- 
tenance heresy, but he attended every 
circus that came to the village. The 
hoys pick up all kinds of innocent 
tricks from the clown, and.it is very 
common that next day after a boy has 
heen at a circus to see him standing 
on the horse which he rides ia the 
cultivator, and the father, who holds 
the handles, enjoying it all. 


Going to town is always a treat, and 


especially going for the mail, waich 
gives the golden opportunity of the 
week for store-box gossip. On this 
account the rural mall system is not 
regarded with favor in some quarters, 
as it takes away the stock excuse 
-which the farmer can give his wife 
lor a trip to the village. But it is 
likely to be a good while before the 
United States interferes with our nec- 
essary trips to the blacksmith and 
shoemaker. 


The wife usually claims the trip to 


town v/hen it comes to taking ia the 
eggs and butter. She is expected to 
provide out of hhj produce the grocer- 
ies for the family and an occasional 
plug of tobacco for the head of the 
house. 


An amusement likely to occur at 


any time is the old-fashioned serenade. 
We had one last summer. The young 
couple took a trip to the county seat 
and the night they returned the hoys 
came from all quarters, with -lorn's. 
bells and a '"Crawford county fidcha." 
which is made of a store box. across 
which a resined pole is drawn. A city 
boy criticised tne noise, but it strikes 
most of us farmers that it is not so 
bad as some of the machines they 
run with a crank In the city. One of 
our neighbors tells me that our STen- 
ade is as good as the music he heard 
in a Chinese theatre in Portland, when 
he was out on a land excursion last 
spring. 


Sports of the fall, work and play 


combined, begin before the almanac 
indicates the end of summer. Picking 
apples, making cider, boiling apple 
outter, husking corn, gathering the 
pumpkins and similar work made an 
unending round of enjoyment for the 
young people. Hallow'een opens the 
season for parties. Sleighing parties 
are common all winter and we drive 
six or eight miles frequently to pass 
the evening. There is always the big 
supper of chicken and waffles, and we 
eat apples and crack shellbarks after 
the games of the evening are ended. 


The winter sports are now on in my 


neighborhood and the jingle of the 
•ieighbell has already been heard, as

we have had snow ever * foot deep, 
and almost every neighbor has a 
sleigh. 
Our parties often wind up 


with the "Virginia reel." for whicn I 
hare sometimes played the ndule. Sev- 
eral of the hoys in our region play 
the fiddle well. School is the stand- 
ing enjoyment for our children. Their 
dinner baskets are filled with Rambo 
apples, doughnuts, pumpkin pie and 
bread and butter. The mile or two 
borne they play all the way, kicking 
the dinner basket lor a football or 
playing '"tag." Sometimes thert is the 
variety of punching out a rabbit from 
a hollow log, ^Y^ea a girl is expected 
to catch him In her aproa as be comes 
out. Plenty of recesses are given at 
school, when the children play "L-Iac-k- 
uiaa," "prisoners' base," "tovva uall" 
and "over ball." \Vhen there is euough 
scow to make a track the .popular 
enjoyment is to make a train by 10 
of 32 children sitting down, one bt- 
bsnu the other, each clasping the one 
in front, and the vraole drawn by two 
strong beys, who often delight 
in 


throwing the v.-fco!e train into a snovr- 
Jrift. 


It would take a waoie chapter to 


xcll of the S5)ei'ing school am! the 
singing school aad the debating so- 
ciety and ev-_-n of the church, all of 
which are recreations to the farmer 
and his family. 


For months hunting is a great en- 


joyment. 
The larmer has the First 


chance at the v.-ild turkeys. 
rufiVil 


grouse, squirrels and rabbits. And no 
city man ever comes in sight of hi's 
success. A few winters ago I shot 
three wild turkeys at one shot. "While 
the city mea \vho came to our parts 
last fall went home saying that there 
was no game. I got all the gray squir- 
rels I wanted. My limit was t\vo a 
day, which I usually got in half an 
Lour, and this I kept up for many days. 
There is nothing more enjoyable than 
tc see a doz-n neighbor boys start 
across the fields, distributed like a 
squad of soldiers, gathering in every- 
thing before them. 


The greatest treat we had last fall 


in our neighborhood "R*as "taking a 
bee tree." A neighbor had followed 
the lead of the bees from a buck- 
wheat field when in bloom, keeping 
the trail for miles, until at length he 
located the bees in a dead chestnut 
tree in a mountain ravine. The tree 
was marked, and as soon as the weath- 
er was cool v-ie went one night by 
moonlight and cut the tree.

smoking rags we smothered the b-aes 
and took the honey. For 11 feet the 
tre? was packed v."i-Ji honey, with an 
average thickness of six inches, much 
of it candied. V,"e got 120 pounds of 
honey and after filling three wooden 
buckets we made bark baskets in 
which to carry the rest of the comb.

cakes and honey, with juicy, fresh 
pork, chicken, turkey aad game for 
variety. The beauty of all these coun- 
try recreations is that no coupon tick- 
ets are necessary, but admission is 
absolutely free—-except to the circus.

SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY. 


The glass manuiaetory in Altare in

YOUNG SOLDIERS OF FRANCE.

The use of magnets for ha»Ji:r>g 


great weights of steel and iron has or" 
late become quite common. The mag- 
nets, composed or" soft iron, are con- 
nected with electric power circuits so 
that their attractive force can be in- 
stantaneously developed or destroyed 
by the turning on or off of the cur- 
rent. Attached to a crane, the mag- 
nets take the place of the hooks, or 
chain fastening?, ordinarily employed 
Ufting magnets usually have a ca- 
pacity of five tons each, although they 
are seldom called upon to exert their 
full strength. Experience has shown 
that magnets will lift and successfully 
handle material in cases where a chain 
would slip. 


The English are much exercised over 


the question of fuel supply. An arti- 
cle in Transport says that the Brit- 
isher has discovered "that oil has been 
very successfully used as fuel for 
steamers:" An inspection of the log of 
the steamer Clam, made prior to her 
departure from the Thames for Phil- 
adelphia showed that she had been 
using oil instead of coal for two years. 
It is found that IS tons of oil gave 
more heat than 2S tons of coal, and 
with improvements recently made still 
better results are expected. The em- 
ployment of liquid fuel has led to a 
considerable economy of labor, got rid 
of many of the difficulties attending 
the stoke hold, and allowed a consid- 
erable addition to the space available 
for cargo.. The Clam has relied solely 
upon obtaining a supply of oil from 
Borneo, and the company claims it can 
supply 100.000 tons a da?-. They are 
about to start a Seet of IS oil burn- 
ers.

The invention of a new petroleum 


motor announced in France promises 
to bring about radical changes ia the 
present methods cf propelling subma- 
rines under water. Under present con-, 
ditions. as soon as the submarine is 
submerged it is propelled by storage 
batteries, because the petroleum inotor 
otherwise used consumes too great an 
amount 
of oxygen and throws off 


through an escape pipe the deadly 
carbonic acid gas. The new invention 
is that of a chemical process still kept 
secret, by which, it is said- The es- 
cape of gas can be used to feed the 
cylinder which contains the air and 
petroleum vapor to be igniiad by an 
electric spark. A continuous series of 
chemical transformations is thus ob- 
tained. The engine does not deprive 
the atmosphere of oxygen by appropri- 
ating gas for its own consumption, nor 
does it reduce the proportion of oxy- 
gen in the air about it by throwing 
out carbonic acid gas. The value of 
the motor, if all that is claimed for it 
is true, is that it will allow a very 
considerable redaction ia weight and 
bulk in a submarine, because the stor- 
age batteries and motors new used 
are very heavy. Then a very consid- 
erable econonmy in the working of the 
petroleum motor itself will result. 


TTltat is Uie Shape of tlie Kurflr? 


The exact shape of the earth is a 


question which cannot be settled •with- 
out fresh evidence from the Antarctic. 
For this purpose two at least of the 
expeditions have been provided with 
pendulum outfits: by noting the exact 
length of time occupied by the s-s-ing 
of a pendulum the distance of the 
place of observation from the earth's 
centre can be determined. It is held 
that the Scuta Polar region projects 
further from the plane of the equator 
than does the North Polar region: ac- 
cording to one estimate, the South 
Pole is slightly more than one-hun- 
dredth further from the earth's centre 
than the North Pole.—From the Popu- 
lar Science Monthly.

ous military centres. It is the annual 
departure of the "classe." There hare 
been many picturesque scenes in con- 
sequence. Bands of young men of all 
conditions of life and drawn from all 
parts of the country have been parad- 
ing the streets, shouting military airs 
aad blowing upon imaginary instru- 
ments. It is their way of keeping up 
their courage, for the conscript, as 
often as not. has little stomaci: for 
war. and locks with a Jegre? of dread 
i:yoa hi$ barrack life. The district oi 
Jlommartre. ^-specially, has been en- 
lixened duiing these evealcgs by the 
roystering "Blues," as Paris calls them 
and the police have turned an indul- 
gent eye on tl:eir proceedings, prompt- 
ed, no doubt, by persona! recollections 
oi ihe da3"s when they also formed 
part of the class. The town general- 
ly, looks fondly after the lads as they 
go trumpeting along the boulevards. 
The purely rustic conscript is a less 
dsmoastrative person, and marches 
soberly along, under the direction of 
his sergeant or corporal, with his lit- 
tle valise or package, containing his 
v.orldly possessions, on his arm. cut- 
ting often an odd figure in his rough 
civilian clothes. These are the grubs 
from which the butterfly of the sol- 
dier will emerge ia a few weeks. 
When the conscript comes among his 
friends again it will be in the guise 
of the familiar long blue coat and 
red trousers of the infantryman, or he 
will have blossomed into a cavalry- 
man, a gunner, or, perchance, an en- 
gineer. 


The first day in barracks is a trying 


one for the young conscript. Civil life 
finishes sharply on the threshold of 
the caserne. The soldier in embryo 
is challenged brusquelv by the 
_>>r- 


geant major, and probably the latter 
has some idea of imparting a little 
wholesome respect for military dis- 
cipline at the very outset of the 
youag man's career. Very oftea the 
conversation that ensues has its amus- 
iag turn. 
Each 
conscript 
is put 


through an eleiaentary examination. 
The candidate is always asked wheth- 
er he can write. '"But I am 'baehe- 
lier,"" perhaps he says. 
'"I do not 


ask your occupation," responds the 
sergeant, gruffly; "but can you write?" 
And so on. "When the parade takes 
palace before the adjutant, there are 
bound to be some few recruits who 
make a last despairing effort to be 
quit of military- service. Their sight 
is too bad, aad they have not enough 
strength. But the adjutaat is a hard 
hearted man; besides, he has heard 
all this before. And the military net 
is spread very wide. There is no my- 
opic bar, unless the degree of short 
sight is very pronounced, aad a» to 
the question of stature, one often sees 
the diminutive sentinel handsomely 
topped by the fixed bayonet of his 
rifle. 


The man upon whom military life 


sits the lightest and to whom it may 
be positively agreeable is the musi- 
cian. He comes under the class of 
"ouvriers d'art," which escape with 
one year's service. He is drafted iato 
the band, so that he coatiaues his 
studies, aad he may supplement the 
sou a day which a grateful cotratry 
awards him by giving lessoas outside 
the barracks.

They are over- 
coats of straw for all the pipes laid 
bare by the tunnel workers in cold 
weather. As fast as they are uncov- 
ered by one set of workmen another 
comes along and wraps the pipes in 
a covering of straw, which is a poor 
conductor of either heat or cold. This 
precaution is as necessary with gas as 
with water conduits. Where the water 
will freeza in cold weather, except in 
mains where it Is running constantly, 
the danger of interruption to the gas 
mains is equally great where the 
mains are open and subject to \vid<5 
changes 
in 
temperature.
